Farjio, N. P., Aug. 9.—Binders are 
busy everywhere in the grain fields 
of North Dakota, and a few farmers 
are already threshing, accordipg to 
crop reports from 22 county exten­ 
sion agents received at the hffice of 
the North Dakota Extension diviaion. 
Ilarvesthiif' of «111 small grains ex­ 
cept flax is practically finished in the 
southeastern part of the state and is 
just well-started in the northwestern 
part of the state. 
Reports'of heavy rust damage con­ 
tinue to come in from districts pre­ 
viously reported to have good crop 
prospects, and individual county es­ 
timates 
of average 
wheat yields 
range from 6 to 12 bushels per acre. 
Rnwflv damage is reported to be seri-- 
ous in localities in the territory just 
west of the north central part of'the 
state, and Hessian flv has caused 
some damage in the fields frsm Gold­ 
en Valley to Williams county. 
Corn crfntinues to give promise of 
producing a record-breaking crop, 
and was not damaged to any extent 
by light 
frosts iast week in the 
northern part of the state. Potatoes 
are very snotted. with thin fields In 
eood condition the genera] rule. Rain 
is needed for notatoes in the north­ 
ern nart 
of the state. 
Weed" are 
taking a heavy toll in the flax fields. 
In a few localities cutting of early 
flax has 
started, and most of the 
cron h-s started to turn. 
Further decreases in the prospects 
for the North Dakota wheat crop are 
indicated bv the estimated produc­ 
tion of 65 424,000 bushels 
for all 
wheat in this state on Aug. 1, ac- 
eording to the bureau of crop esti­ 
mates. The. .Tilly estimate placed the 
cron at slightly more than Tl.OOO.OnO 
bushels. 
The average wheot yield 
^or the state on the besis of the Aug. 
1 crop estimate and the June 1 acre­ 
age estimate would be between 8 and 
9 bushels. 
Threshing of rye has started, and 
'Helds reported range from 1 to 15 
bushel,: per acre. 
A cnnaiderabla 
acreage of rye was abandoned, and 
rennrts indicate that a material part 
of the wheat crop will not he thresh­ 
ed. due to low market prices and 
low production. 
No reports have 
boon received of labor shortage in 
a n v p a r t of the state.

YOUR MOTIVES 
Our m otives—-th e mysterious impulses th a t cause u.s 
to do things — usually are more interesting than the things, 
we actually do. 
The other day 10,000 peojile, watching the ponies per- 
I'orm on an eastern track, abruptly lo.st all interc.st in the 
races when a big fire started in the stables. 
T hat was n at­ 
ural, .since nobody is ever too busy to stop and watch a fire. 
We get'thwt> (Prom our lireworshiping ancestors. 
Trapped in the wooden stables were 1.50 thoroughbred 
horses. 
Spectalor.s by the hundreds rushed forward to 
help in the rescue. 
Many dramatically braved the flames 
; dd flU.shéd into the roaring furnace to wrap blankets around 
the horses’ heads and lead them out. 
(Ju st why a horse 
refuses to leave a burning building is another m ystery, never 
.satisfactorily explained.) 
Out of the 1Ó0 horses, only nine perished. 
The rest were 
rescued — by people who had no direct interest in them. 
Why did they risk death to save the horses’/ 


The re.scuers iVouldn’t have rushed into the flames to 
save a cat or a useful beast such 
a cow, sheep, hog or 
chicken., Only dogs or horses (occasionally people) appeal 
to the re.scuers. 
For one thing, the rescuers were responding to an in- 
.stinct inherited from the days when .savage dogs helped 
light the enemy and wild beasts, and horses were indis­ 
pensable in combat and for travel and flight. 
The dog and the horse helped man over the rough bumps 
until he got in sight of civilization. 
Being indispensable, 
they naturally simply HAD to lie .saved in ancient tim es. To 
lose one’s dogs in the F ar North or one’s horse in cros.sing 
the plains was often a m atter of losing one’s life. 
T hat’s 
why they hung hor.se thieves in frontier days. 
Value was 
not a consideration. 
Horses and dogs no longer are indispensable to most of 
us, but our inherited instinct .still leads us into flames to 
rescue them. 


Another angle of th e psycholo^ of the race horse res­ 
cuers is th at the race had worked Ithem into the frenzy of 
emotion without which the average person is backward about 
playing hero at the risk of life or limb. 
•They had their con.scious and subconscious selves about 
nine-tenths concentrated— focused—on race horses. 
These 
horses to them tem porarily were the most im portant things 
in the world—the horses in the stables, waiting to perform, 
as well as the ones on the track. 
Get a man concentrated on anything (auto-hypnosis) 
and he’ll fight if you try to take it away. Reach for a match 
or any worthless object on which a man has absent-mindedly 
concentrated, and watch him grab quickly to stop you. 
You can’t imagine a race horse trying to rescue a man.

In Java, which has á population a third as big as ours, 
bubonic plague ik so common th at it kills half of the children 
before they are five years old. The Javanese take this as a 
m atter of course, reports W’illiam Ferguson, globe trotter.

refuses to leave a burning building is another mystery, never 
satisfactorily explained.)

rescued — by people who had 'no direct interest in them. 
Why did they risk death to save the horses? 


The rescuers wouldn't have rushed into the flames to 


save a cat or a useful beast such as* a cow, sheep, hog or 
chicken. x Only dogs or horses (occasionally people) appea. 
: to the rescuers. 
For one thing, the rescuers were responding to an in- 


stinct inherited from the days when savage 'dogs helped 


• fight the enemy and wild beasts, and horses were indis- 


pensable in combat and for travel and flight. 
The dog and the horse helped man over the rough bumps 


until he got in sight of civilization. Being indispensable, 
they naturally simply HAD to be saved in ancient $imes. To 


' lose one's dogs in the Far North or one's horse in crossing 


the plains was often a matter of losing one's life. That s 


/ why they hung horse thieves in frontier days. Value was 
: not a consideration. 
Horses and dogs no longer are indispensable to most of

Another angle of the psychology of 'the race horse res- 
: cuers is that the race had worked^them into the frenzy of
